SYMPATHY FOR A MURDERESS. 


Governor Hill Tells IVliy He Cun Not 


lliilp ICoxulnun Drime. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Doc. '.£5.—Tho governor 


has boon almost deluged in tho poat few weeks 
by iwtitioiw and remonstrances againsC tho 
execution of Mrs, Itoxalana Druse, who has 
boon convicted ot the brutal and heartless 
murder of hor husband and sentenced to be 
hung. Among tho most prominent and per- 
sistent of Mrs. Druse's advocates has been 
Kov. Holier Newton, an Episcopal clergyman 
of Now York city. The governor has refused 
to cotnTr.uto tho sentence to imprisonment fur 
life, which has been the principal plea of the 
petitioners, but on Wednesday' granted the 
murderess a respite until Fob. 28, at the 
samo timo giving tho points of tho cose 
against tbe prisoner, that tho people may 
know what sort of woman has awakened alt 
this sympathy. Tho following are tho de- 
tails of tho crime as given by tho governor: 


Tho defendant, Koxalana Druse, was con- 


victed of murdering her husband in Warren, 
county of Horkimer. Tho verdict was mur- 
der in tho first degree, and sho has been sen- 
tenced to execution by hanging ou tho iiOth 
of this month. It is conceded that gho bas 
had a fair trial. It 13 a dear case of murder 
in tho Urst degree. Tho evidence shotfs that 
tho killing was moat brutal and atrocious in 
its character. A quarrel had occurred on 
tho morning of tho homicide between tho de- 
ceased and tho defendant at tho broakfa?t 
table. The deceased was still at tho table, 
and during tho quarrel of words the defend- 
ant went into another room and took a 
loaded rovolvor which was there, and putting 
it under hor apron returned and whlsporod 
to the b03'S to go out of doors, which tlioy 
did, louving horsolf, tho daughter Mary and 
tho deceased in tho room. Mary then placed 
a rope around hor father's neck while ho was 
at the tablo and the defendant flrod tho ro- 
volvor once or twice at him, wounding him, 
and ho fell over side ways in his chair, while 
tho defendant, unable to make the revolver 
go oil" again, called to tho nephew Frank, 
who camb into tho house, together with tho 
boy Goorgo; whereupon the prisoner gave 
tho revolver to tho nophow, and upon a 
threat of killing him, compelled him to firo 
it off two or three- times. Tho defendant, 
being hit by tho shots, rolled oH tho chair 
upon tho noor. Then she seized an ax and 
hit hor husband on tho hoad with it, '.j ox- 
cJniining: "Oh, Rosy, don't," and sho con- 
tinued hitting him on the neck until she 
chopped his hoad olt—severing it completely 
t'roai Iho body. 


She thfMi caused tho head, as well as the 


body, to be taken info the parlor, and during 
that day and evening tha body was cut ujj 
with an 'ix and was burned in the stove, She 
threatened to kill tlio boys if they told wh:it 
had occurred, burned all her husband's 
clothes, and madj overy possible effort to 
conceal the crime, causing tho oyhos in the 
stovo whoro tho body had boon burned to be 
taken up and thrown into a swamp, and the 
revolver and ax to bo thrown into a pond, 
and had telegrams sent to frieuJs m othoi' 
places making false and misleading inquiries 
as to her husband, and compelled tho boys tc 
toll every ono that hor husband had gone 
away from home, sho, herself, telling hor 
neighbors falsehoods of every description as 
to hor husband's whoreabouta. During tho 
evening, whilu Mrs. Druse and Mary were 
burning tho body in tho parlor, tho two boys 
woro annisiug themselves by playing check- 
ers in the adjoining room, whoro the murder 
had been committed, thus showing tho uu- 
concern and

DETHOIT, Mich.,. Dec. S3.—Mrs. Jacob El- 


dridgo, of Howoll, this state, who has for 
poino.time been known ttiero as "Howoll's 
strange freak ot nature,'1 died 'Wednesday 
morning. Her grandfather was a Guinea 
man, 
and all her ancestors were full-bloodo;l 


negroes, so far as is known. She camo to 
Howell in 1SK, a tull-bloodad nogrsss. Sov- 
or.il years ago, when she was well advanced 
ic years, she commenced to turn'whlio, and 
at the time of her death niost of her body 
was a pure, clear, lily-wbito, of healthy ap- 
pearance. ' At first, spots of white, about tho 
size of a silver dollar, appeared on her body.

Tho pon- 
sioimblo tlisabilitios aro graded from one lo 
twenty, according to tho degree of injury in 
curred. The bill contains au elaborate sched- 
ule of pensions, all higher than tho present 
rates. The rato for total disability, now $7:2 
ft month, is raised to S75, and disabilities not 
now classed as total disabilities aro so classed, 
Tho classification vims down to $0 for the 
loss of tlio second and third toes, and $5 for 
tlio loss of thu indox finger or great too. 
Having provided in this manner for a'.l kinds 
of injury incurred during tho war to all kinds 
of public servants it goes on to grant pensions 
of $12 a month to all survivors of the war 
who aro oj years old and not wealthy and 
who am not got larger pensions under other 
parts of tho bill. The bill proposes to grant 
pensions dating back to tho timo of death, 
disability, or discharge in all casos whore 
the death or disability occurred in the serv- 
ice, nnd to tho date o£ disability in all cases 
where tho latter occurred sinco tho war. 
It 


is impossible to mako any estimate of tho 
money required to pay i>ensions for disabil- 
ity incurred since soldiers loft the army. 


Tho rato oE pension for minor children is 


increased from S2 to $3 por month. The 
pension office is required to give every claim- 
ant ton days' notico of tho timo and place of 
any special examination into tho merits of 
his claim, or o£ nhy inquiry by letter to tho 
postmaster or neighbors of the claimant con- 
corning his disability or credibility, or tho 


dibility oC his witnesses. 
Tho pension 


office is debarred from receiving informa- 
tion under agreement to conceal tho source 
or subject-matter from tlio applicant. 
It 


is mode unlawful to reject ,1 clniru on evi- 
dence secured by a secret investigation or 
because the records of tho war or navy de- 
partment fail to show the existence of dis- 
ease, wound or injury. It is also made un- 
lawful to reduce u pension or striko the name 
of a pensioner from tho rolls without giving 
thirty days' notico to tho person affoctod, 
Wheu u claimant who is entitled to arrears 
of pension dies before the claim is adjudi- 
cated, tho widow, minor children, and de- 
pendent relatives shall be entitled to tho pen- 
sions, The bill also corrects what aro held 
to bo imperfections in minor matters of the 
present pension laws. "Such further sum as 
may bo necessary to pay I ho pensions granted 
under tho provisions OL' this act" is appropri- 
ated iu addition to tho $?L>,000,000 appropri- 
ated by the last pension bill.

WASHINGTON CITY, Doc. 23 —Edmunds re- 


ported a bill in the senate Wednesday to pro- 
vide for tho execution of Article ii of tho 
treaty with China. Tho bill prohibits tho 
Irufllc in opium between this country and 
China. A bill was reported authorizing a 
bridge across tho Missouri river, to be built 
by tho Dnluth & Black Hills Kail way com- 
pany. Tho pensions committee reported a 
bill to amend the pension laws. Hoar offered 
a resolution, which was adopted, requiring 
tbo commerco committee to give a reason for 
each item in tho river nnd harbor bill. Dawes' 
resolution instructing tho iinauco committee 
to report what reductions can bo mado in 
customs und internal taxes without injuring 
homo industries, was adopted, und tho senate 
adjourned until Jan. 4, 18S7. 


Tho house passed a bill granting right of 


way to tho St. ljnul, Minneapolis oi Manitoba 
railway through certain Indian reservations 
in Montana and Dakota. Tho postofliro com- 
mittee reported a bill requiring all subsidized 
railways to construct and operate telegraph 
lines. A bill for tho relief of the Groensburg 
Limestone company, oC Indiana, was passed. 
Consideration oC the Oklahoma bill iv.is then 
resumed in committee of tho whole. Tho do- 
bate was kept up until J:.'!0 p. ra., when tho 
house, without action on the bill, adjourned 
for tho holiday recess.
